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They’re Turned Out by 
The Hundreds Daily At 
Sacramento Shops Wheel Foundry To 
Keep SP‘s Freight Cars On The Go 


BOUT the last thing you’d expect to find at the 

Sacramento Shops is a bakery. Yet there is one 

—-a big one. Only instead of being called a bakery, 

it’s known as a Wheel Foundry; and instead of turn- 

ing out the ordinary bakery products, its output 
consists chiefly of iron freight car wheels. 


Freight car wheels, pounding on steel rails under 
the strain of supporting tons of freight, are good for 
about 600,000 miles under normal operating condi- 
tions. Then, like the pile of wheels shown at the top 
of this page, they are sent back to Sacramento to be 
broken up and used as the principal ingredient for 
making new ones. At present, replacements average 
266 wheels a day; during the war the daily output 
was close to the 396 maximum. 


The “recipe” for turning out one batch—or 
“charge” —of new freight cat wheels goes like this: 
Take 12,000 pounds of broken scrap car wheels, mix 
with 1100 pounds of coke and 50 to 60 pounds of 
limestone, add a dash of ferro-silicon and ferro- 
manganese. Place in oven (2650° to 2750° F) for 
an hour and a half; pour into molds and leave set 
for 40 minutes; remove and allow to cool for 72 
hours, Repeat this procedure about 19 times and 
you have the day’s output. 


Actually, the process isn’t that simple. Care must 
be taken to prepare the “mix” to correct proportions 
and melting and pouring operations must be prop- 


~ erly timed. 


To carry out this important work, the Wheel 
Foundry extends over an area of 34,000 square feet, 
most of the floor space being occupied by molds into 
which the molten metal is poured. At present, the 
work is being handled by a force of 106 men. 


At one end of the foundry is the enormous melt- 
ing apparatus—new equipment that was installed a 
year ago at a cost of $51,000. This consists of a 
“cupola” into which the “charge” is dumped (see 
first picture on page 4) and hot blast equipment. 
The cupola has a capacity of three “charges” at a 
time with a melting rate that can be varied from 
14 to 20 tons an hour. The hot blast equipment pre- 
heats the blast air to 450° F, reducing coke consump- 
tion approximately 20 per cent. The new installa- 
tions have resulted in a saving of thousands of dollars 
annually. 

As the iron melts it flows into a receiving ladle. 
From this it is poured into an electric hot ladle track 
(see cover picture) which transfers it to the wheel 
floor. Some of the steps in the operation are shown 
on page 4. 

The electric hot ladle truck did away with the 
difficult and dangerous method of moving by hand 
the molten metal in a ladle suspended from the ceil- 
ing by pulley, 

Wheel iron is a special hard cast iron, different 
from the cast iron in ordinary use because it must

“IRON WAFFLES”

produce a‘very“hard: and wear-resistant 
tread known ‘as “chilled iron.” This is 
accomplished ‘by ‘using a.cast iron‘mold 
around whose edge is a metal-chiller face 
which rapidly ‘absorbs heat. This is es- 
sential because the tread part of the 
wheel must be cooled rapidly to give a 
high degree of hardness and durability, 

After the whéel has been allowed 
about 40 minites.to set in the mold it is 
placed in an annealing pit for 72 hours 
to remove strains thal might have set in 
during solidification, When it has cooled 
it is sand blasted, inspected and turned 
over to the Stores Department for distri- 
bution to the various wheel-mounting 
shops on the system. 


But only after severe tests have been 
made, Of every 100 wheels cast, two are 
given a “destruction test”—one by im- 
pact, the other by heat. The wheels must 
be able to withstand impact and heat far 
in excess of any they will be subjected 
to in transportation service before they 
are acceptable. 


PFE Places Orders 
For 2000 “‘Reefers” 


ACIFIC FRUIT EXPRESS COM- 

PANY last month announced the 
placing of orders for 2000 new light- 
weight refrigerator cars embodying radi- 
cal improvements in design and construc- 
tion. 

The cars will be built, in equal lots, by 
American Car & Foundry Company, Gen- 
eral American Transportation Company, 
Pullman Standard Car & Manufacturing 
Company and Pacific Car & Foundry 
Company, according to the announce 
ment. Deliveries are scheduled to start 
in the first quarter of 1947, 


This large purchase of ultra-modern 
equipment will give the company a total 
of more than 38,000 cars. Its fleet, largest 
of the kind in the world, carries the great 
bulk of western perishable crops to dis- 
tant markets. 


To he constructed of lighter, stronger 
metals, the new cars will weigh about 
4000 pounds less than conventional re- 
frigerator cars and will incorporate nu- 
merous structural changes developed 
from Pacific Fruit Express Company’s 
extensive experiments in laboratory and 
shop, and froma ‘suggestions by the trade. 
Every.effort was made in designing these 
cars to anticipate possible future refrig- 
erator car requirements-in the event ex- 
periments now being conducted result in 
radical changes in. preparing perishable 
freight for. market.

Resumption of “Arizona 
Overnight” Announced 


ESTORATION of the Arizona Over- 

night train between Los Angeles and 
Tucson began June 3 to provide fast 
Jess-than-carload freight service to Ari- 
zona cities and intermediate points, in- 
cluding Imperial Valley. 


With store-door pickup and delivery, 
shipments will be placed in set-out cars 
on the train for Colton, Indio, El] Centro, 
Yuma, Phoenix, Coolidge and Tucson. 
Prompt deliveries will be made from the 
set-out cars by Pacific Motor Trucking 
Company. The service will provide first- 
morning delivery in the Colton-Riverside 
area, Coachella Valley, Imperial Valley, 
Yuma, Phoenix, Chandler, Tempe, Mesa 
and Coolidge, and first afternoon at 
Globe, Miami and Tucson. 


Coincident with restoration of the Ari- 
zona Overnight, it was announced that 
Fairbank, Tombstone, Ft. Huachuca, Bis- 
bee and Douglas will receive first-morn- 
ing delivery for LCL freight from Phoe- 
nix and Tucson, and second-morning 
from Los Angeles. 


The Arizona Overnight freight service 
was discontinued in October, 1942, to 
make way for vital wartime ‘traffic. 


Overnight service previously has-been 
restored between Los Angeles and San 


Francisco and intermediate coast points, 
as well as to many other points in Cali- 
fornia, and between Portland, southern 
Oregon and Coos Bay area points. 


Operating Results 


Foe THE four months ended Aprit 
30, 1945, Railway Operating Reve- 
nues of Southern Pacific Transportation 
System amounted to $158,805,414, or 
$42,691,548 less than the revenues for the 
same period of 1945; a 21 per cent de- 
crease. 


During the same period, Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $140,239,021, or 
$143,617 more than the expenses for the 
same period of last year. 


Railway tax aceruals amounted to 
$2,547,736, or $34,569,352 less than such: 
accruals for the first four months of 1945. 
After deducting taxes and $5,585,247 of 
net rentals for use of equipment and 
joint facilities, there was left Net Rail- 
way Operating Income of $10,433,410, or 
$6,220,603 less than the Net Railway 
Operating Income for the same period 
of 1945; a 37 per cent decrease. 


Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of dividends 
and interest on securities owned, rentals 
and miscellaneous income, must be paid 
the interest on bonds and equipment 
trust notes in the hands of the public, 
and other fixed charges, For the four 
months ended April 30, 1946, the final 
result was a Net Income of $4,492,245, 
which compares with a Net Income of 
$10,297,821 for the same period of last 
year, a decrease of - $5,805,576, or 56 
per cent,

Mobile Radiotelephone 
Service Tested by SP 


ESTS on the use of mobile radio- 

telephone service between two switch 
engines operating in the San Francisco 
yard area and the Company's regular 
telephones were being started as the 
Bulletin went to press, The tests were 
being conducted jointly by Southern Pa- 
cific and the Pacific Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company in the yard area extend- 
ing from Third and Townsend station to 
San Brano. 

No permanent installations are plan- 
ned by the Company at this time, it was 
emphasized, but the tests are expected 
to develop the possible value of easy 
two-way conversations between switch en- 
gines and persons directing yard oper- 
ations. 

An illustrated article describing the 
mobile radiotelephone and the outcome, 
of the tests is planned for next month’s 
issue. 


Improvements And 
Expansions on NWP 


"PAXING advantage of a lull in traffic, 
Northwestern Pacific is performing 
some of the tasks that will place the road 
in better condition to handle the larger 
traffic volume that it is hoped will soon 
return to its rails. 


One of these is the replacing of ties on 
structures, B&B Foreman Al. Nielson 
has completed the work on Yan Dusen 
Bridge and has moved to the sixth cross- 
dng of Outlet Creck,. Another is the re- 
placing of tunnel timbers, work on 
Tunnel19 having started recently. Due 
to ‘unusual ‘ground .conditions, this is.a 
considerable undertaking, involving 
many problems and much expense. 


Examination of the condition ‘of rails 
by the rail ‘detector ‘car “has been-com: 


pleted and the track was found in much 
better condition than a year ago. 

Looking forward to a heavy perishable 
fruit movement this year, the NWP and 
Pacific Fruit Express are constructing a 
large icing plant at Santa Rosa Wye. Ice 
will be hauled in and handled by modern 
conveyor equipment, which will assure 
fruit moving to destination without delay. 

As material is available from suppliers 
the new oil handling and storage facili- 
ties at Tiburon are being rushed to com- 
pletion. All fuel oil for use on the NWP 
is delivered at Tiburon by barge and the 
plant not only must provide for unload- 
ing and storage there, but for local use 
and redistribution for use at other points 
on the road. In its design and construc- 
tion especial attention has been given to 
safety and fire prevention as well as to 
economy in handling. *

Diligent Sectionman 
Guards Right-of-way 


LONG a beautiful but desolate sec- 
tion of track near Surf station on 
the southern California coast, where 
océan winds attempt to shift sand dunes 
across the rails, a humble section laborer 
by name of Jesus Bermudas has found 
important work to do. 

Born 64 years ago at Yrapuato, Guana- 
juato, Mexico, he was a Yaqui Indian 
farmer before coming to the United 
States to work for Southern Pacific. For 
the past 22 years he has been stationed 
on the Los Angeles Division at Surf, prac-

grass, clearing roadbed of sand, patrol-

Recently a line change of 0.85. mile 
was made near Honda, moying the track 
inland 108 feet to a better roadbed. Ber- 
mudas, again working alone, following 
his lifelong habit of industry and. dili- 
gence, planted the bent grass on the 
slopes along the new roadbed that carries 
one of Southern Pacific’s most important 
tracks, over which the Daylights, Larks 
and Overnight freights operate.

McKenna Retires After 
Long Freight Service 


RAILROAD career of more than 47 
years came to a close April 22 when 
M. S. MeKenna, as- 
sistant agent in 
charge of Drumm 
Street station in San 
Francisco, retired. 
McKenna entered 
service May 9, 1899, 
as a trucker at the 
old Vallejo Street 
freight station. After 
serving as seal clerk,

in 1921, 


Besides being well known in San Fran- 
cisco shipping circles, McKenna estab- 
lished quite a reputation as a speaker 
and frequently was called upon to act a5 
toastmaster at prominent functions. He 
was one of the guest speakers on the 
1945 War Service Day program at the 
Sacramento General Shops. 

McKenna had three sons in World 
War Il, all captains in the Army. His 
eldest son was killed during the fall of 
Bataan.

OW’S the time to watch corners, to 
see that no food is wasted. Take 
cereals, for example. When left in opened 
packages during summer, they’re likely 
to become infested with insects. If there’s 
a chance that you may not be able to 
use all of that package of corn meal, oat- 
meal, and the like immediately, empty it 
into a glass cof- 
fee-jar, put on a 
label, and screw 
the lid down 
tight. If there 
are recipes on 
the package that 
ves you wish to save, 
clip and tuck them into the jar. ‘Those 
jars, incidentally, look very neat and trim 
on the cupboard shelf, And, if you want 
to go fancy, you might stick a decal- 
comania or band: of gummed wall-paper 
tape on each jar by way of decoration. 


Now’s the time— 
TO TRY A NEW RECIPE 


For example, this different way of fix- 
ing chicken: 


Fricasseed Chick-in-Oven 


Cut up a fricassee hen, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper, but do not flour ii. 
Brown in a small amount of oil or short- 
ening, with a peeled clove of garlic in 
the skillet. Transfer browned chicken to 
a big casserole, and add: 

142 cups diced celery 
1 cup sliced carrot 
46 to 1 cup diced onion 
34 cup finely chopped parsley. 

Rinse skillet with 14 cup hot water, 
first discarding the garlic; pour over the 
chicken and vegetables, add a little salt, 
cover casserole, and bake slowly (at 
300°) for 3 hours or Jonger, until very 
tender. Drain off liquid, add 44 cup top 
milk, thicken slightly with 1 tablespoon 
each margarine and flour rubbed to- 
gether,-pour over chicken, and serve. 


Now's the time— 


TO SERVE A NEW SALAD 


This string bean special is a good one. 
To make it, drain the juice from a small 
(No. 1) can of string beans. To them 
add 1 large onion, sliced, salt and pep- 
per, 3 tablespoons vinegar or lemon juice, 
a small can of anchovies (mashed), and 
a tablespoon of salad oil. Mix thoroughly 
and chill until ready to serve. Serves 3. 


Now’s the time— 
TO THINK ABOUT VACATION 


If you’re going on a camping trip, here 
are some things to remember about those 
fish you’re going to catch: When clean- 
ing fish, dip your damp fingers in dry 
salt and you can get a firmer grip on the 
slippery fish . .. To get rid of fishy odors 
from your hands and cooking utensils, 
wash them in hot strong salt water— 
about a tablespoon of salt to a gallon of 
water—before using soap ... Wipe fish 
dry after cleaning and washing. When 
frying, have pan good and hot before 
putting in the fish and use just enough 
fat to keep fish from sticking. 


Now’s the time— 
TO CAN AND FREEZE 


And to make jellies and jams. Have 
you tried using corm syrup in place of 
part of the sugar in canning? Works 
fine! The manufacturers of table syrups 
are glad to send directions. If you haven't 
the sugar. for jams and jellies, can -the 
juice, make jellies and jams later, a little 
at a time. Big thing to remember in all 
food preservation is to obtain directions 
from a reliable source and follow them. 


Now’s the time— 


TO DO SOMETHING FANCY 


Provided it is in line with sensible food 
conservation. For example, make an ice 
ring for your party appetizers. (See draw- 
ing.) To make it, pack finely crushed ice 
into a ring mold, cover with waxed paper 
and fasten with cord or rubber band. 
Bury in 3 parts crushed ice to 2 part 
coarse salt for half an hour. Dip quickly 
into hot water, turn out onto a big plate, 
and garnish with parsley. In center put 
celery curls and carrot sticks; arrange 
olives, radish roses, pickles around it.

N AVERAGE of one person dies 
every 16 minutes as a result of a 
home accident, a recent survey reveals. 
In addition, one person is permanently 
disabled every four minutes and some- 
one is temporarily disabled every seven 
seconds, 

Calling attention to these appalling 
statistics, the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company issued a booklet con- 
taining suggestions for eliminating acci- 
dent hazards in the home—~hazards that 
cause 30,000 deaths annually.
